It is expected that Mr. King will 
call an election some time next year, 
probably, after the visit of the King 
and'Qi^'en. Hy that time the effects of 
Uie neft trade treaty will have been 
demon^ated to some extent and he 
naturally expects the reception to be 
favorable. So far there has been but 
little criticism. Some manufacturers 
fear, not the competition of British 
and American rivals, but the fact 
that the new tarilfs apply to other 
countries, Japan for instance, to whom 
the new schedules apply under “fav¬ 
ored nations” treaties.

It was a mistake to bring such people 
1 ere. The man who has conscientious 
objections to fighting for his country, 
if iiecessary, is not and can not be a 
desirable citizen, for that is a prime 
.(.bligation of citizenship. If he evades 
that, you may count on him evading 
other obligations and, worse still, in¬ 
citing others to do the same. 

1 hese reflections come from Sir 
llobert’s memoirs where he deals with 
his ditficulties with Quebec. He is 
sympathetic with the view that the 
habitant is a home-lover whose vision 
(ioe.s not reach beyond the parish. If 
that home was attacked he would re¬ 
sist. but would not go to fight else- 
wheie. (The Belgians and French 
would rather, fight anywnere but at 
home.) It was not in Quebec alone 
tliat the .Military Service Act was un¬ 
popular, but there the objectors were 
militant they defied and mobbed 
tribunals and tried to burn the Reg¬ 
istry office.

Premier Aberhart asked for the co¬ 
operation and blessing of the federal 
government in his efforts to refund 
Alberta’s $167,000,000 debt. 

He said that the government had 
not the money to meet maturing 
bonds, but if he succeeded in refund-j 
ing efforts the picture would be alter- j 
ed. If refunding plans cannot be real¬ 
ized, Mr. Aberhart said he might ask 
the federal government for gpiaran- 
tees. 

The Alberta premier introduced a 
new policy of appeasement in declar¬ 
ing that Albertans are loyal to the 
core, and are not secessionists. They 
do not want to break from the Domin- 
on. he said. 

He was also interested in the com¬ 
ing visit of the King and Queen, and 
thought it might be necessary to open 
and air Alberta’s government house, 
which was closed on Lieut.-Governor 
Bowen last spring. 

Prov. Pipe Line Control 

If a pipeline is built to carry Al¬ 
berta oil to the Pacific or Great Lakes 
the Premier expressed the opinion 
that it should be controlled by the 
province. 

“Don’t you think that a pipeline in¬ 
volving transportation across other 
prortnees should be under federal 
control?” he was asked. 

“Why should the federal govern¬ 
ment get a revenue for transporting 
our resources, benefltting Ontario and 
Quebec?” he queried. 

The premier had heard Tumors of 
the building of a pipeline to Vancouv¬ 
er at a cost of $15,000,000. It is not 
stated who is to invest this capital, 
and no intimation was given that the 
government would invert. 

Should See Alberta 

In speaking at his old town of Sea-1 
forth, the premier said that the peo¬ 
ple should go west and see what Soc¬ 
ial Credit is doing for Alberta. In an 
interview at Seaforth, the Premier 
denied ever promising a $25 a month 
dividend to Albertans. He admitted 
he had told audiences that he saw no 
reason why a dividend shouldn’t be 
paid, and he thought it should not be 
lo.ss than $26 a month. But he denied 
promising $25. He said dividends 
would never be paid out of taxation, 
but only from surplus from natural 
resources.
